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Free Church Minister 
Tenders Resignation 


Rev. J. Allyn Bradford 


Rev. J. AllynBradford, minister 
of the Free ChristianC hurch (Con- 
gregational), last night tendered 
his resignation to the Planning 
Council, the church’s governing 
body, in order to devote full time 
to counseling. The resignation will 
be effective Sept. 1. 

It was uncertain yesterday what 
effect this would have on the Free 
Church’s deliberations on its own 


future. At the January meeting, 
the church voted to decide at a 
meeting in the first week of June 
whether or not to close the church. 

“I think there are matters of 
concern -- matters that are con- 
cerning many parishes now -- with 
declining sources of financial sup- 
port and congregations gradually 
diminishing,’’? Bradford told the 
TOWNSMAN, “I do not regard 
them as at a high critical point 
right now at the Free Church, al- 
though I do see a gradual process, 
leading to an eventual decision on 
merging, closing, or some new 
type of structure.’’ 

The church membership also 
voted at the January meeting to 
withdraw from the United Church 
of Christ, because of differences 
of general policy with that national 
body. The free Christian Church, 
along with most other Congrega- 
tional churches in the nation, had 
merged some eight years ago. 

However, the pending resig- 
nation of Rev. Eradford injects 
a new time element into the Free 
Church’s decision process that was 
not there before, whether a 
decision was reached last night, 
or will take place in early June. 

The Free Church minister said

Rules have been released on the 
first annual Shawsheen River 
Canoe Races by Al French, Race 
Chairman.

William D, Donovan of 20 Flint 
Circle, recently attended the 
Health Insurance Association of 
America’s Group Insurance forum 
in Atlanta, Ga.

The program would encourage 
the establishment of a system of 
walk-in, walk-out ambulatory care 
centers and would de-emphasize 
hospital-centered treatment of ill- 
ness for those whose health prob- 
lems can be accommodated inless 
costly ways. Insured benefits 
under the program would include 
doctors’ visits, diagnostic serv- 
ices, pediatric care, vision and 
dental care, and out-of-hospital 
nursing home and extended care.

pleasant environment everyone in 
town can be proud of. 

But various people, townspeople, 
husinessmen, town groups, helped 
make KAN possible. 

KAN is part of Andover Ecology 
Action, Mrs. Rogers points out, 
the group that organized the Earth 
Day cleanup and kicked off the 
KAN campaign. Behind KAN is an 
Andover Ecology Action loan, from 
money earned recycling news- 
papers, and the Andover Garden 
Club’s gift of $250, so that sturdy 
canvas litterbags couldbe supplied 
to townspeople at cost. This meant 
being able to bypass the giveaway, 
throwaway plastic litterbags which 
are non-biodegradable, and be- 
come part of the litter problem 
themselves, Mrs. Rogers notes. 

Mrs. Rogers and her helpers 
were able to hand silkscreen 1000 
litterbags at Donald Thompson’s 
Eastprint shop inLawrence. These 
litterbags were sold on Saturday 
and are still available at the 
library, center of the information 
and education wing of Andover 
Ecology Action. They can also be 
bought at the Andover Bookstore, 
the Andover Co-Op, Thompson’s, 
several schools, and from the 
Spade and Trowel Garden Club. 

Where did the green KAN bar- 
rels come from? Jerry Cross 
donated 50, and hadthem painted at 
Cross Coal. The paint, according 
to Eugene Bernardin, was the gift 
of Jack Spires, Andover resident, 
from his Touraine Paint Co. in 
Lawrence, 

Another 50 barrels came from 
Melvin Weiner’s Service Chemi- 
cal Co. Gene Bernardin got Abbot 
and PA trucks to deliver the bar- 
rels around town, and said the 
amazing thing was that not one in- 
dividual or business asked refused 


to keep and maintain a litter 


barrel. Litter buttons were do- 
nated by George Bixby. Don 
Thompson’s company is making 
and donating ‘‘KeepAndover Neat” 
and ‘‘KAN’’ posters and signs 
for the town’s Department of Public 
Works trucks. It’s a town-wide 
effort. 

Mrs. Rogers feels that people 
often blame the snackshops and 
drive-ins for litter, when their 
owners or managers often have 
been making real efforts to keep 
their area clean, provide litter 
barrels and influence their patrons 
to use them. She _ told the 
TOWNSMAN that Thomas Curtin, 
manager of MacDonald’s, will be 
Selling KAN litterbags, has pledged 
to maintain KAN barrels hundreds 
of yards from his drive-in, along 
the riverside fence of the Shaw- 
sheen River, because last year’s 
Shawsheen River cleanup turned up 
hundreds of MacDonald’s wrap- 
pers, containers and lids there, 
where patrons evidently came to 
park and eat. She said he also 
pledged to investigate the possi- 
bility of substituting paper tops 
for his liquid containers, to re- 
place the present plastic ones, 
which are  non-biodegradable 
-- that is, they do not decompose 
as paper does, when it is tossed 
on the ground as litter. 

Mrs. Rogers said that this kind 
of cooperation meskes atremendous 
difference in the campaign to keep 
Andover neat, but the main 
responsibility must rest with the 
individual citizen, adult or child. 

An inspection of KAN litter 
barrels along Main Street at mid- 
week in Earth Week shows that the 
barrels are beginning to be used. 
It’s a beginning in a year-long 
campaign to make Andover the 
neatest town in New England.

March 31, are as follows: 

Class cutting and truancy are 
legitimate reasons for lowering 
grades. Discipline for class cut- 
ting can include homeroom deten- 
tion, and communication with par- 
ents. Chronic cases will be re- 
ferred to the main office, only 
after corrective efforts have failed 
at the classroom level. 

Truancy will be penalized, on 
the first offence, by four hours 
of office detention and a written 
notification to parents. On a 
second offense, the student will 
be sent home until the parent, 
after making an appointment, 
comes in for a conference. A 
third offense will result in sus- 
pension from school for a min- 
imum of a week, over 16 years 
of age, and referral to the school 
attendance officer for students 
under 16. 

Corridor Conduct. Students in- 
volved in loitering, undue noise 
or horseplay in the corridors will 
be assigned to traditional study 
halls. fighting will result in five 
days’ suspension for students in- 
volved, unless evidence indicates 
one student aggravated the vio- 
lence. 

Damage to school property must 
be followed by full restitution of 
the cost of the damage, if unin- 
tentional, and, in cases of 
vandalism, full restitution of 
damages and suspension for a 
minimum of a week, with a 
parental conference required be- 


lanes on the sides and back of 
the building. For a first offense, 
a letter will be sent home warn- 
ing parents that a second offense 
will result in suspension. A sec- 
ond offense will result in sus- 
pension for a minimum of three 
days, and assignment to traditional 
study halls.

The 
administration also reserves the 
right to take disciplinary action, 
including suspension, against 
individuals whose conduct is un- 
acceptable to the well-being of 
the school. 

The administration reported last 
week that several students had been 
suspended this past month for of- 
fenses.

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Editorial Comment 


The Study 


Town meeting recently dictated that a study be made 
regarding future sessions. 

A representative form of town meeting was proposed. 

It was relegated to study by a committee. 

Since that time there has been proposed a change in the 
form of Andover’s town government to a city type. 

The matter is due for thorough study. 

Town meeting as we now know it, appears to be un- 
wieldy. 

The actual results coming from such sessions are not a 
complete sampling of the town. A small percentage of 
voters shows up at the annual and special sessions. 

When representative type town meeting is suggested, 
there is the example of Methuen always put before the 
populace. 

If there is to be a change to a new style of government, 
then it should be a study based on the advantages of such a 
change. 

The study committee, to be appointed by the moderator, 
should be fully cognizant of the future of the town. 

It should also be cognizant of the feelings of the towns- 
people. 

In these past years, Andover has taken on a new character. 

Its growth has brought about feelings between those who 
have moved here in the past several years as compared to 
the so-called natives. 

Kven today, after over a decade of town manager type 
government. there are those who still resist the change. 

No matter who is in office as town manager, the occu- 
pant of the top municipal post will never succeed in satisfy- 
ing all people 

The manager system. we think, has worked effectively. 

Now there is need for further attention to proper town 
management. 

No longer can the town afford action on the millions of 
dollars needed annually to finance the educational and 
municipal budgets by a handful of people. 

When the study committee is formed, it is best that they 
examine all avenues with a neutral approach. 

To head into such a venture with a biased opinion as re- 
gards Old Andover versus a change to a new Andover, would 
be frivolous. 

Proper, clear thinking regarding the future of Andover is 
a must. - 

Moderator Arthur Williams, to whom the task is assigned 
to appoint a committee, stands in a most responsible posi- 
tion at the moment. 

We would hope that he would choose people with an 
open mind as regards recommendations to be made in 
October. 

The future of Andover is dependent upon this committee. 

Most assuredly, the annual town meeting this year 
showed that the voters are restless. 

Justifiably so, we think. 

We hope that the committee appointed will strive to 
come up with a plan, be it representative town meeting, or 
council-manager plan, which in all justification can produce 
the best future for Andover. 

We can ill afford to allow 325 years of progress to be by- 
passed by tradition. 


Responsibility 


During the past several weeks, there has been con- 
siderable attention given to Andover High school with 
regard to discipline problems. 

The TOWNSMAN, last week did an extensive report on 
the problem. 


One of the matters, probably not brought out completely 
in the report by the TOWNSMAN and other papers with 
regard to modern problems of youth, is the matter of 
parental responsibility. 

Too much has been handed over to the school depart- 
ment by parents of the young people in our schools. 

A school system is designed to provide an education for 
the youth of the community. 

In many cases Andover has been over generous in provid- 
ing better than average education for its youth. 

But in many respects, the educators have been relegated 
to become baby-sitters. a saa ah ok 


Despite the economic aspects of the area at the moment, 
many parents still feel that the schools can solve all their 


problems. 
They can’t. 


There is a matter of parental responsibility to know 
where the child is at night, on weekends, etc. 

It is still a matter of parental responsibility to know 
where the children are obtaining drugs or alcohol, when 


they arrive home at night. 


If the school authorities are wrong, we feel responsible to 


take them to task. 


At the moment, we must observe that it is a two-way 


street. 


The schools are doing their job, but there is a need for a 


little help from the home. 


Earth Week 


There is hardly a more worthwhile venture in Andover by 
public spirited citizens during the year than Earth Week. 
The observance this year takes on even more significance. 
There is, in effect, a no burning law throughout the state. 
To properly enforce the law, it is necessary to make a few 
extra trips to the dump and a little extra effort in cleaning 


up the back yard. 
But it is all to our benefit. 


Ecology has become a by word in recent years. 
It is important to all of us to preserve our environment. 
The air we breathe, the water we drink, etc., must be 


purified, if we are to survive. 


Most significant is the concern of younger people with 


regard to the environment. 


We feel their concern is justified and are attentive to their 


requests. 


For years we have polluted our rivers and our environ- 


ment. 


The young people to whom we entrust our nation, are 
concerned enough to do something about the mess we as 


adults, have left them with. 


During this week, let us encourage the youthful en- 
thusiasm for ecology - the whole nation, and indeed, our 
town, needs this youthful support.

ing the life of an entire people. 
Our policies are forcing their sons, 
even small boys, into a fighting 
army, and their women - 400,000 
of them in Saigon - into prostitu- 
tion, We are starving the people to 
such an extent that our returning 
soldiers tell of seeing women and 
children scrape the dirt where the 
garbage is thrown. 

The most active men in the An- 
dover Peace ActionCommittee are 
veterans of World War II and cer- 
tainly the most outspoken critics 
of the war today are the Vietnam 
Veterans Against the War. Butwe 
hope for the day when a person 
does not have to have participated 
in a war before he is entitled to 
speak for peace. And we under- 
stand all too well that there is an 
internal war going on as well as an 
external war. For example, even 
though 70 percent of our. popula- 
tion want us to withdraw, we are 
in a bigger war than ever, while 
our military ignore the will of our 
own citizens. Other internal wars 
are the wars of racism and poverty. 
Part of our internal war isthe war 
of our shadow government against 
the people, in which over 25 mil- 
lion dossiers are stored incompu- 
ters. 

President Nixon is not doing his 
duty when he claims that he is 
winding down the war at the very 
time that he is making it 
dangerously large. It is true 
that 4000 American combat deaths 
in the last twelve months is a 
smaller figure, but the 17,400 
dead South Vietnamese soldiers, 
plus invasions of Cambodia and 
Laos, indicate a larger war cover- 
ing a larger territory. We are now 
dropping a 50 percent larger ton- 
nage of bombs and artillery shells 
than in the days of Lyndon John- 
son. This is not the road to alast- 
ing peace, which all of us who op- 
pose the war are working for. 
The road to peace demands that 
we be informed, not misled, and 
that we have understanding, not 
misconceptions. Our leaders who 
got us into this war had no know- 
ledge of the enemy they had chosen. 
If they had known, the entire war 
could have been avoided, and the 
United States would be a far 
stronger country than it is today.

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Merrimack College Head 
Talks On Colleges, Youth 


Criticism of American society 
began in the colleges and uni- 
versities, was transmitted to the 
students and has now come back 
to haunt the halls of higher learn- 
ing. 


This was one of the themes 
developed by Rev. John RF. Aherne, 
O.S.A., president of Merrimack 
College in an address before the 
Augustinian Educational A ssocia- 
tion at Minneapolis, Minn., last 
weekend. 

Aherne also took exception to 
the theory that ‘‘youth knows it 
all,’’ as expounded by another 
speaker at the national meeting, 
called to examine the direction of 
higher education. 

Aherne said: ‘‘A few days ago, 
in this city, at this convention, the 
faithful were given the opportunity 
to ponder reverently the new gospel 
of youth as expounded by one of its 
leading exegetes. Catholic schools 
must learn from their pupils, the 
youth. Youth - that space between 
childhood and adulthood - knows 
all. It always hadacertaincharm, 
but in the new dispensation it is 
invested not only with wisdom, but 
a sort of secular sanctity. One 
might say, summing it all up, that 
youth is relevant - to what has not 
been made clear.’’ 

This reference was Father 
Aherne’s apparent exception to re- 
marks made by Notre Dame Presi- 
dent Rev. Theodore M. Hesburgh. 

Aherne continued, ‘‘I find this 
kind of fuzzy thinking puzzling as 
well as disturbing. The primary 
error is to speak of youth as an 
undifferentiated group manifesting 
like characteristics. The fact of 
the matter is that young people 
spread across a vast spectrum, 
contrasting at every point with 
their fellows. The Peace Corps 
Volunteer and the terrorist, the 
**cop-outs’’ andthe concerned, the 
rebel and the conformist, selfish 
and generous - the list could go

on indefinitely. To make the bland 
assertion that youth demands more 
dignity and sanctity for human life 
is to talk indefensible nonsense. 
They do indeed demand more in- 
dependence, in fact, self-determi- 
nation; but that is hardly more 
than the traditional cry of young 
people. Itis louder and more arro- 
gant than in the past, but no 
different in essence. Of course, 
there are, as there have been all 
along, generous idealists among 
young people, quite as many among 
those educated in Catholic schools 
as in public institutions. In fact, 
great numbers in the past found 
their way into all the apostolates 
of the Church. There are fewer 
now because opportunities for 
human service have multiplied in 
society generally. To usethecur- 
rent discontent of youth as a wea- 
pon to beat the schools with, de- 
liberately overlooks the fact that 
criticism of our society began in 
the university and college and was 
transmitted to young people by 
those institutions now castigated 
for their irrelevance to the prob- 
lems of our time. Without the 
creative stirring which began on 
the campus, college students would 
still find swallowing goldfish or 
making panty raids their most 
characteristic extra - curricular 
enterprises. 

‘every time I hear the com-- 
plaint that colleges and universi- 
ties are not relevant, I feel the 
irritation of Feethoven when a 
prankster struck an unfinished 
chord on _ the piano and the 
composer could not forbear strik- 
ing the complete chord. The 
statement concerning relevance is 
an incomplete one. It ignores 
a whole complex of ideas - like 
saying a man should be taller. Fy 
what standard? In my view, the 
urgent consideration is to which 
of two contradictory philosophies 
shall we be relevant - the ration- 
al or the anti-rational.’’
